The Telcgrapb FlascOi 
Several weeka ago Mr DeOosmos 
employed a legal practitioner to draw 
up a Bill regulating Telegraph Oom- 
panios in this nolony . The Bill was 
drawn to hia order, paid for with bis 
money, and printed at his office. Mr 
DeCoBmosdrow up a petition to the 
Legifllativo Coanoil (of which he is a 
member) backing np the Bill and em- 
ployed one or moro persona to 
obtaiti signatnreB. By dint oi mia- 
' tepresentation end, posBibly-, by a Utile 
XDBDipulaUon, a coDBiderable number ot 
iiameB.were appended to tbo poiitiou ; 
"bbVthey were for the most part tbo 
names of persons not generally known 
in the community. By Bomo moans, 
SB yet nnoxplained, Mr DeCosmoa suc- 
ceeded in indoolDg Mr Aleton to take 
.charge of his Bill. The principal pro- 
■yiBions of the measuro were as follow: 
The company were compelled lo supply 
special and regular news despatchoa 
from Europe, Africa, Asio, and Amoii- 
ca at a maximum lato of one cout ptr 
word to every publisher in the colony 
applying for the same. If any credit, 
abatement, or advantage whatever was 
given to ODO publisher the same must 
be extended to all; The Company wos 
required to publicly exhibit a book 
containing true and faitbfal entries of 
every transaotioo, sbowiog credits, (if 
'any) aBatem erits, (if any) or advant- 
ages (if any) given to any publisher. 
The Company was required lo deliver 
to every applicant the full news dis- 
patches regularly on the day on which 
they wero received, and any publieher 
waiB to be at liberty to call from those 
despatches whatever portions he might 
desire, returning tho remainder to iho 
Company, and paying only for what he 
retained at the rule of not more than 
one cent per wordi Tho Bill contain- 
t ing these extraordinary provieions, and
